The Weekly Coal Production (WCP) provides weekly 
production estimates of U.S. coal by State, as well as 
supplementary data which are usually published twice 
a month. This week^s Coal Exports and Imports Sup- 
plement contains annual as well as detailed monthly 
data on U.S. coal and coke exports and imports. An- 
other supplement contains detailed monthly data cov- 
ering electric utility coal consumption, stocks, and re- 
ceipts (quantity and price).

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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended December 2, 
1989, as estimated by the Energy Information Admin- 
istration, totaled 20 million short tons. This was 24 
percent more than production in the previous week, 
which included the Thanks^ving Day holiday, and 3 
percent higher than in the comparable week in 1988. 
Production East of the Missisappi River totaled 12 mil- 
lion short tons, and production West of the Mississippi 
River totaled 8 million short tons. 

Coal production in November totaled 85 million short 
tons, 3 percent less than the 88 million short tons pro- 
duced in October 1989 and 3 percent higher than the 
83 million short tons produced in November 1988. 
Through the first 11 months of 1989, coal production 
totaled 897 million short tons, 3 percent above the cor- 
responding 1988 level of 870 million short tons. 

U.S. coal exports in the first 9 months ot 1989 totaled 
74 million short tons and were valued at $3 biUion. 
Both the tonnage and value were about 8 percent

higher than in the comparable period of 1988. Metal- 
lurgical coal exports were up by 3 million short tons 
(7 percent) and steam coal exports by 2 million short 
tons (8 percent). The higher export levels of both coals 
were largely due to increased shipments to European 
countries. 

U.S. coal imports in the first 9 months of 1989 amounted 
to 2 million short tons, about a third more than in the 
same period of 1988. Tliey were valued at $74 million, 
compared with $47 million a year earlier, predomi- 
nantly due to the increase in coal imports and the re- 
turn of South American coal imports to 1987 price 
levels, following a decline in 1988. During 1988, the 
price of coal imports from South America dropped 
due to a loss of production because of hurricane dam- 
age and labor problems, and favorable price discounts 
provided to customers taking early delivery of contract 
coal. During the first 9 months of 1988, Colombia and 
Canada continued as the chief sources of imported 
coal, accounting for 85 percent of the total.
